The Lex In plon & Boston Street 
Railway Company was consolidated 
with the Middlesex Boston Street 
Raihvny Company Monday, and rrom 
now on both railways will be known 
as the Middlesex Boston Street 
Railway Company. The consolida- 
tion was made possible through a 
reeenl net of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners which involved the Issue of 
extra bonds nnd securities. Both 
ronds hove been governed by the 
same officials for some yenrB. 

Mr. George M. Cox, who has been 
acting general mnnnger of both roads 
during tlie pust year, lias been made 
general manager. Besides having 
both loads under ids control lie Is nlso 
manager of the Norumbega Pork and 
Lexington Park entertainment places 
conducted by the road. 


REVLRE BEACH 

All previous electrical displays are 
eclipBed by the brilliant conBlelallon 
of Incandescent lamps which glitter 
nightly along the Revere Beach 
Boulevard.

SUPERVISED PLAY 


Playground Commission Make Important An- 
nouncement lor the Summer Season 


The Playground Cam miss ion of 
Newton announces the opening of the 
first Reason or Supervised Play- 
grounds under Municipal Direction 
on Monday, July 8th. A stafT of di- 
rectors nnd assistants has been ap- 
pointed, and the Superintendent who 
is to be the executive officer for the 
Commission is about to open head- 
quarters at City Hail. The Commis- 
sion have succeeded In getting to- 
gether a well qualified corps of in- 
structors, nnd the outlook is bright 
for a successful season. 

Parents and guardians should eare- 
fiillv note the playgrounds whirh are 
to be supervised, and should famili- 
arize themselves with the hours when 
the grounds are to be under super- 
vision. All I lie children can be ac- 
commodated and it is hoped (hat the 
(are and supervision given will merit 
the full approval of the parents. 

Besides organized plays and games 
like baBeball, football, etc., It is pro- 
posed to develop such activities as 
drills, Imaginative plays, folk-dancing, 
quiet gameB and occupation play. Not 
only will the children be taught to 
play the active games which are suit- 
able for different ages and which de- 
velop skill, strength, endurance, cour- 
age, fair play and loyalty and which 
will stimulate co-operation and self- 
management, but they will be shown 
bow to enjoy nil kinds of restful and 
wholesome recreation. It Is the in- 
tention to provide for boys and girls 
of grammar and high school ages, also 
to furnish Instructive play and acti- 
vities for the children of kindergarten 
age, and to provide places for even 
younger children for whom sweet 
grass and clean sand are a necessity.

Mr. Waldron will also give 
some of Ills time to the Cabot Park 
Playground, where Mr. Stuart will 
act as assistant master.

(he Auburndale Playground, should 
fne attendance warrant It.

The hours for superviaed play are 
from 9 to 11.30 A. M.. and from 2 to 
5 o'clock P. M.. erery day except Sat- 
urdays and Sundays. 

On Samrdays the use of the dia- 
monds and other privileges will be 
given to repponsilde parties upon ap- 
plication at the office of the superin- 
tendent at City Hail. For this pur- 
pose the Playground Department will 
Issue permits. Any parties receiving 
permits must show them upon re- 
quest of officers who are in charge 
of the playgrounds. Failure to live 
up to the conditions under which 
these permits are Issued will be con- 
sidered sufficient cause for withhold- 
ing any further privilegea front such 
parlies. 

During September. October, Novem- 
ber and December there will be su- 
pervised play on the following play- 
grounds, and men and women in- 
structors will be in charge on two 
afternoons and Saturdays of every 
week, when weather permits: Newton 
Highlands, Newton Centre, Waban, 
Islington Park, Boyd Park. Stearns 
School. West Newton, Newton Upper 
Falls, Cabot Park, Newton Lower 
Falls, Auburndale. 

At Newton Centre, Cabot Park and 
Waban part-time supervision has 
been carried on during the last few 
weeks. 

During the last few weeks a num- 
ber of meetings have been held in 
various parts of Newton under the 
auspices of local Improvement socie- 
ties. At these meetings the Commis- 
sion explained the program which 
it is expected will be carried out dur- 
ing the remainder of this year. The 
Superintendent presented a general 
outline of the work and results which 
he hopes to accomplish. The appeals 
for local aid for the purchase of play 
implements and for further local in- 
terest have met moat generous re- 
sponse.

POINTERS FOR THE MOTORIST 
Care Is "Necessary in Carrying Spares 

Oftentimes motorists seem to think 
that no care is necessary in carrying 
Bpare tires, sayB a Mlchelin Expert. 
Uncovered envelopes are tossed on 
roofs or limousines where sun and 
rain beat upon them. Unprotected 
inner tnbes are thrown carelessly in- 
to tool boxes where they come In con- 
tact with sharp tools. 

Needless to say, such practices are 
destructive. Strong light is very In- 
jurious to rubber. So likewise is 
heat. For these reasons, if no other, 
spares should be kept in cases. 

MolRtnre and oil are ulso injurious 
to tires. Waterproof wrappers which 
keep out light, moisture and oil and 
at fhe same time protect spares from 
Injury by contact with sharp sub- 
stances, can be had of any accessory 
dealer. Every motorist should use 

them. 

Cardboard boxes are never satisfac- 
tory for carrying tubes In a car. 
Every vibration of the car causes 
chaffing between the box and tube 

and since cardboard is harder than 
rubber, the tubes will Inevitably be 
injured. Covers for inner tubes 

tubes should take the form of bugs 
which will fit snugly around ibe tube.

PRES. BUTLER 
ON CONVENTION 

fines His Views of the Re- 
pub'lcan Sessions 

FACTS OF THE CONTESTS 


Was Member of Credential Committee 
— Believes Chargee of Roosevelt 
Forces Unfounded — California Case 
Clearest of All — Many Contests Dis- 
missed Unanimously — Speaks High* 
ly of Governor Hsdley 

The following statement concerning 
the Republllc&n national convention 
baa been made by President Nicholas 
Murra yButler of Columbia univer- 
sity:— 

"I look upon the action of the Chi- 
cago convention In renominating 
President Taft and in adopting a plat- 
form of conservative and orderly pro- 
gress as having met the greatest cri- 
sis which has confronted the Ameri- 
can people since the civil war," de- 
clared President Nicholas Murray But- 
ler of Columbia university. Dr. But- 
ler was not only one of the delegates 
to the convention from New York, 
but was the member of the resolu- 
tions committee selected to draft the 
firBt copy of the party platform. 

"What was this crisis which has 
been successfully met?" was the query 
suggested by Dr. Butler’B announce- 
ment. 

"What was really at stake,” he an- 
swered earnestly, ‘ was the preserva- 
tion or our representative form of gov- 
ernment, with its provisions for the 
Judical protection of private rightB, 
rrom an attack that was in essence 
and principle Bonapartist in charac- 
ter. Had the forces of law and order- 
ly progress been overthrown in that 
convention, we should have been well 
on the way toward establishing in the 
United States an imperialistic demo- 
cracy. It is my own opinion, as it 
was that many delegates, that no 
equally Berious attack upon the gov- 
ernment has been made, save in the 
doctrines of nullification and seces- 
sion." 

Dr. Butler wbb especially concerned 
and indignant over the charges which 
have been made to the effect that the 
contests for delegates brought by the 
Roosevelt forces were unjustly de- 
cided . 

"There has been such crimination 
and so much reiteration of charges by 
the Roosevelt supporters,” explained 
the Columbia president, "that those of 
us who have regard for our personal 
reputations feel that It Is necessary to 
explain to the public at large that the 
majority of the convention was not in 
reality composed of ‘thieves’ or ‘rob- 
bers.’ Every contest waB decided 
fairly and squarely by the national 
committee, and later by the commit- 
tee on credentials, and finally by the 
convention Itself. The country ought 
to know, and all Republican and Inde- 
pendent voters who feel disposed to 
Bupport Mr. Taft ought to know Just 
what the facts are. 

The Facts of the Contests 
“The proposal that 68, or 78. or 92 
delegates — all these suggestions were 
made at one time or another in some 
form— whose seats were contested 
Bhould not he permRted to take part 
In the organization of the conven- 
tion was preposterous. Senator 
Roofs ruling on this point was in strict 
accord, not only with the law and 
precedent, hut with common sense. 
Had he ruled otherwise, it would be 
within the i>ower of any person or 
with or without any bariB, to dis- 
qualify a large part of the convention 
and to turn it over to the minority. 
No delegate whose Beat was in 
contest was permitted to vote on his 
own case or any subsidiary motion re- 
lating directly thereto. 

"The talk of the so-called fraudu- 
lent delegates,” continued Dr. Butler, 
"has just this amount of justification, 
and no more. There were contests 
in four cases: Arizona, California, 
Texas and Washington, which In my 
Judgment were worthy of Berious 
consideration, because of either the 
questions of fact or of law that were 
Involved. The remaining contests 
were either puerile or impertinent. 
Most of them had been started by 
artificial stimulation after the dele- 
gates had been elected, for the pur- 
pose of influencing the public opinion 
In other states, as well as the con- 
vention Itself. 

"Before casting my vote on the 
contested seats In Arizona, Texas 
and Washington, I took the most 
competent advice I could get from 
lawyers who had studied the evidence 
end the arguments, and who had no 
personal or partisan Interest In the 
matter, and I was guided by their 
Judgment 

“What were the merits of the con- 
tests to which you refer?” Dr. Butler 
w as asked . 

‘‘The Arizona ease seemed perfect- 
ly clear," was the reply. "The Texas 
case offered the alternative of accept- 
ing a delegation chosen under the aus- 
pices of Cecil Lyon in accordance 
with his pecullHr system, based on I 
federal patronage, or s delegation 


rhrsen by and from the FtopiiM Irani 
if the aevernl congressional districts 
I Texas. It Is not as well known In 
tie north ns It ought to be that the 
Texas convention consists of dele- 
tes from more than 260 counties. In

"The \\ ushl”"ton rn*?e presented 
elements ol graver doubt than any 
other case tht t was consldeied. While 
with more time at my diat>osal, I 
might come to a different conculslon, 

I felt on reading the statement of the 
two opposing parties nnd on examin- 
ing the briefs of their counsel, that 1 
should not he justified In voting to un- 
seat the Taft delegates. 

The California Case. 

"The case of California was. In my 
Judgment, the clearest of all," con- 
tinued Dr. Butler, "although It Is the 
one about which the greatest uproar 
has been raised. In the California 
case there Is no material difference 
upon the facts. The question arising 
there is purely one of law. It 1 b a 
rule or the Republican party, finally 
established nfter n long struggle 
against the partisans of the unit rule 
in the convention of 1880, that every 
congressional district in the United 
States is entitled to Its own separate 
representation in the national conven- 
tion. In lSKii we did not permit Lo- 
gan to cast the entire vote of Illinois 
for Grant against the protest of a 
number of Individual districts, al- 
though the state convention of Illi- 
nois had instructed him to do so. Pre- 
cisely the same question arises this 
year in regard to California. 

"ir the presidential primary law — 
passed, be it remembered, after the 
call for thif? convention was Issued, 
at the special session of the legisla- 
ture called by Governor Johnson — had 
provided for the eleottnn of delegates- 
at- large by general vote of the Re- 
publicans of the state, nnd for dis- 
trict delegates by a general vote of 
Republican electors In euch district, 
there would have been no difficulty 
whatsoever. Such a law would have 
brought the California procedure with-* 
in the rule as to district representa- 
tion. But what was done was quite 
different. It was attempted to sub- 
merge the Individual districts and 
their preferences under a Btate ma- 
jority. That majority proved to be 
77,000, and It carried with It not only 
the delegates-at-lnrge from the state 
of California, but the Roosevelt dele- 
gates In every congressional district 
but one. In that one district the Taft 
delegates received a majority of more 
than 100 votes. The sole question 
submitted to the national committee, 
to the committee on credentials and 
to the convention in thlR case was, 
are these two delegntes entitled to 
their seats, despite the provisions of 
the Calfornla primary law'? On that 
question I huve not nn instant’s doubt. 
To deprive them of their seats would 
mean not only that the Republican na- 
tional convention Is hereafter to es- 
tablish the unit rule, with all Its 
shocking unfairness, hut thnt legisla- 
tures in Democratic slates shall have 
jtower to dictate how the Republican 
convention shall be made up. 

"By Its action in the Cullfornln case 
the convention served notice that , 
w’here presidential preference primary 
laws are enacted, they must not at- 
tempt to deprive separate congres- 
sional districts of the right of repre- 
sentation to which parly law nnd party 
precedent entitle them.” 

Fair to the Minority. 

Dr. Butler did not neglect to call 
attention to the fact thnt the national 
committee hud In many instances dis- 
missed unanimously the very contests 
over which the Roosevelt supporters 
ure now questioning the action of the 
convention, and that In the commit- 
tee nn credentials members opposed 
to President Taft’s renominatlcm vot- 
ed with his friends on some of the 
mutters in dispute. 

"Mr. Taft’s title to his nomination 
Is just as clear as any man’s could 
he,” asserted Dr. Butler. "It la the 
result of the different methods of pro- 
cedure In different parts of the country 
that the pubic at large has been 
led to believe that contests were de- 
cided unfairly In his favor. 

‘‘Moreover, the majority of the con- 
vention was scrupulously fair to the 
minority. At f^ery point urn pie time 
was given for the consideration or 
every disputed question, and a roll 
cull was hud every time It was asked 
for. It wan a mistake to think that a 
convention of JU78 men can be turned 
Into u rubber stamp. Senator Root's 
ruling were models of clearness, fair- 
ness and cogency. Nobody dreamed 
or appeall nj^aiom any of them. 

"The convention wu« more good hu- 
mored than the newspaper reports ap- 
pear to represent. Most of the violent 
attacks and angry threats were made 
by those who were not delegates to 
the convention at ml. The celebrated 
Mr. FI I nn of Pittsburg subsided after 
a day or two of ineffective vociferation 
when he found that neither Chairman 
Rosewater dot benator Root nor the 
convention as a whole was disposed 
to lie down and be ridden over rough- 


shod. in tRct, it , , . i pleased tt 

find somebody thnt co.ild bold hLs own 
against him." 

The Platform. 

Dr. Puller, ns a member of the 
committee on resolutions and Its most 
nctlve worker, described the manner 
In which the plntform wan finally 
draTtcd. He explained thnt three 
working models were submitted to the 
commlltee, one from the Roosevelt 
fncllon, nnother from the friends of 
Hr. Taft, nnd a third from the sup- 
porters of Senator Ln Follette. The 
platform, sr finally adopted, he de- 
clared, embodied portions of all three 
models. 

"The committee devoted long and 
patient study and discussion to every 
Importnnt. matter that came before 
It,” asserted Dr. Butler, "and the 
proceedings were harmonious and 
helpful from beginning to end. Gov- 
ernor Hndley contributed greatly to 
the final drnftlng of the platform, both 
as lo Its substance nnd as to Its lan- 
guage, nnd the entire Missouri dele- 
gation voted for Its adoption. Gov- 
ernor Hadley has since Issued a public 
statement thnt the platform Is the 
most progressive declaration ever 
made by the Republican party, and 
he Is entirely right. 

"The attitude toward the platform 
of the delegates from the great states 
of Missouri nnd Illinois, taken togeth- 
er whh the proceedings In the com- 
mittee on resolutions itselt, makes tt 
plain to me that there Is no very great 
difference or opinion among Republi- 
cans ns to the policies to be pressed 
and enacted Into law. On 95 percent 
or the topics discussed In the commit- 
tee on resolutions the sentiment was 
unanimous; the only differences were 
as to forms of expression. It Is these 
facts l hat make It seem clear that any 
so-called holt from the Republican 
party or from Mr. Taft’s candidacy 
can huve nothing but a purely per- 
sonal Issue to rest upon. 

"No holt was organized cm such 
questions as workingmen’s compensa- 
tion, public health, conservation, pro- 
tection of American citizenship, con- 
trol of the trusts, so that while wrong- 
doing will be punished, honest busi- 
ness will be free from danger or 
alarm; revision or the tariff downward 
where duties are too high, the allevia- 
tion of the causes that operate to In- 
crease the cost of living, or any one 
of a dozen other topics, for the reason 
that the whole Republican party has 
declared itself ln favor of just these 
things. No bolt can be successfully 
organized on the question of whether 
or not the people Bhall rule, because 
the Republican party has declared It- 
self In favor of making ‘rule of tha 
people' as effective and potent as pos- 
sible. 

"In a word,” concluded Dr. Butler 
earnestly, “nothing 1 b left but a purely 
personal issue, and that In turn must 
In Targe measure be based on perfectly 
reckleBB allegations of fraud, none of 
which will stand any investigation 
whatever, and all of which were gone 
Into with the greatest patience and 
care."

THE USES OF LEISURE 

Sermon by the Rev. Harry Lutz ol Channlng 
Church 


“Wisdom oomelh liy oppor- 
tunity of leisure."— Eccleslastl- 

t: ii b 38:24. 

These words are from n ii Essay of 
EcclesiastlcuB on "The Wisdom of 
Business and the WtBdom of Leisure"; 
which treatB of the two general 
classes of human society determined 
by Iho fact of Industrial or business 
occupation and the freedom from It. 
It presents the special opportunity 
of each class; and the value of each 
to the social body and general wel- 
fare, when their opportunities ato 
rightly used. 

The wisdom of world experience Is: 
thnt both classes are necessary to 
the constitution of human society. 
They are equally important to the 
general well-being and advancement. 
The artlBan or business claBBes are 
necessary to the stability of society 
and world-life. Ab the writer says: 
"Without these shall not a city he in- 
habited, and men shall not sojourn 
nor walk up and down therein." 
"Their prayer Is in the handiwork of 
their craft." "They maintain the 
fabric of the world.” 

Then there are the professional or 
leisure classes. They are necessary 
to the wise ordering and advancement 
of society and world-life. Their 
prayer Is in their study of human 
life, its qualities and relationships, 
and devising the ideal ways for ItB 
well-being and advancement. Their 
function is educative, regulative, and 
prophetic. They apply their minds to 
the wisdom of life, and "meditate the 
law of the Most High.” “They will 
seek out the wisdom of the ancients, 
and will be occupied in prophesies.” 
“They will declare instruction and 
judgment." They are the council of 
the people. They mount In the as- 
semblies of government. Their 
spirit of understanding shall direct 
the world-activities and forecast 
human progress. “So long as the 
world endureth” their 'memorial 
shall not depart”; and "their name 
shall live from generation to genera- 
tion." 

Thus Is human Bociety described in 
terms of its natural division by work 
and leisure. The worth of each is 
estimated in the light of Its oppor- 
tunities. This description is con- 
firmed by historic experience. Society 
is sustained and progress has come, 
by faithfulness to the opportunities of 
each. These two classes have long 
been taken for granted, as natural 
and necessary. In times past they 
gave rise to a distinction is habitual 
thought; which regarded the leisure 
class as superior to the busy cIbbb. 
There has long been an aristocracy of 
leisure people and a commonality of 
busy people. The "patrician and 
plebeian” distinction has long per- 
sisted in the world psychology. 

Such line of distinction became so 
sharply drawn and rigid in feudal 
society, as to make It impossible to 
cross from one Eide to the other. 
Born on one side of the line, there 
was no chance to change to the other. 
But, with the break-down of feudal- 
ism, ecclesfasticism, and royalty in 
tlie great Revolutionary Movement of 
the Occidental World; that line of 
cleavage was erased from its new 
ideals. Yet, In point of psychological 
fact, it was only rubbed more dim, — 
made leBS clearly defined; but still 
persisted with Ub difficulty of cross- 
ing from one to the other, it takes 
lime and long education to eradicate 
it. There still exists, even in this, 
the most democratic nation of the 
world, a subtly persistent notion of 
superiority In the leisure class and 
divine right to its special privileges. 

But, to a fair observance of the 
prevailing modern thought and forma- 
tive forces, it will appear: tlint the 
idea of superiority and Bpeciul privi- 
lege of tlie leisure class is relegated to 
the background of general attention, 
and become a negligible factor. 
Leisure by inheritance and bond- 
clipping is simply tolerated by the 
popular thought interest today us a 
negative burden upon the toilers 
awaiting the disposition of social and 
economic reconstruction. 

It will also appear: that. the pen- 
dulum of popular social thought- 
interest is swinging over to the other 
extreme, with the rapidly gaining 
idea: that the workers are superior 
to the leisure people. It is shaping 
itself by the inevitable suggest! vencss 
of the other extreme social doctrine: 
thut the laborer creates, and by na- 
tural right owns, all production; and 
tho capitalist is a social parasite with 
inferior rights. The natural effect of 
popularizing this idea is the psycho- 
logical conceit of it; which lakes 
form in a sense of superiority to the 
capital class, a divine right of privi- 
lege, and justifies the means of get- 
ting possession. Toward that very 
extreme the popular modern psycho- 
logical tendency is unmistakably 
swinging. What point It will reach, 
and what will happen in the mean- 
time and theu? is u crucial question 
of our day; but time only can uimwer 
It. 

What is needed, (here cuu be no 
doubt, is an impartial stand of 
thoughtfulness between these ox- 
I rentes; and a fair consideration of 
both the factors of work und leisure. 
It must regard the wisdom of the 
ancients; which was founded in hu- 
man nature, tried In human ex- 
perience, demonstrated to human 
reason, and projected in human ideal; 
(hat both are essential to the sta- 
bility of human society und the ad- 
vancement of world- life. Neither 
is to be puffed up with uu en- 
couragement of superiority, now 
disparaged with a discouragement of 
inferiority. But, both be iuspired to 
fultlll their special functions with 
faithfulness to their several oppor- 
tunities. by the high recogull ion of 
their ludlspenslble worth and endur- 
ing memorial. 

We are not here and now to dls- 
c usb the social problem, nor attempt 
to forecast the Goal Issue between 
work and leisure iu the future con- 
stitution of Bociety; but especially to 
consider what is fundamental to all 
of it: — the issues of work aud leisure 


in the pernomil life. II certainly 
soonts (ho psychology of our lime Is 
being mystified, and It Is to be feared 
the active popular Interest 1 b being 
misled by the swinging pendulum of 
emphasis toward the other social ex- 
treme. The peril of it lies in the 
snggpBtiveness of the popular social 
dogma: Make outward conditions of 
living right, and then people will be 
right; give them leisure from the 
stress of work, and they will then 
straightway begin to Improve. This 
Is the fundamental assumption of the 
general social reform agitation. 

What, we ask, is there to be Been 
In tho actual world of people about 
us to warrant that assumption? We 
have a considerable leisure class now. 
Ikiok about among them. What are 
they doing? What are their prevail- 
ing interests? Do (hey, as a rule, 
employ Iheir time at improving them- 
selves? Some do; but is the propor- 
tion great enough to warrant the as 
sumption: that a mere extension of 
leisure will reverse the popular 
tendency to frivolous amusements, 
sports, and luxuriousness; and turn 
the tide of interest back to objectB of 
human improvement? What do 
people actually choose to do when 
Sundays, holidays, and vacations re- 
lease them from work? Do they gen- 
erally imitate the leisure people who 
are given to self-improvement, or do 
they follow the lead of those who set 
the pace of amusement pursuit, sports, 
and luxuriousness? What Is the 
actual motive In desiring leisure, aa 
Been by the facts? This Is not an 
idle questioning. It Is vital to the 
whole iBsue. For, it will be the 
same people under whatever new’ 
order of social and economic con- 
struction. 

Is it not a seriously defective as- 
sumption, that urges a division of 
things and extension of leisure, with 
little or no consideration for the 
principle of their right use? It Beeks 
leisure and its privileges; but what 
ideal of opportunity does it set up? 
The cry is: give us leisure! give ub 
leisure! But where do we hear any- 
thing of like emphasis about what to 
do with leisure when it is secured? 
Is there not an imperative need of 
attention to this matter at all points 
of human life? Is not the use of 
leisure prior in importance to the 
consideration of means for securing 
It? Is not this the greater issue be- 
fore us today? 

Life is made up of work and 
leisure. The total space between 
birth and death is the sum of ao many 
hours and days of activity, and so 
many hours and days of leisure. Both 
are essential to the whole. Life is 
incomplete with either left out. There 
is no defense for the idle life with 
no work in it. There is profound 
wisdom in the old saying: “An idle 
brain is the Devil’s workshop." The 
idle mind is sure to take its interest 
in lesser things upon a lower plane, 
where life is incomplete and dilatory ; 
and evil is what happens when good 
is Inactive. It requires mental effort 
to take interest in ideal things upon 
the higher plane of living. The lazy- 
minded are not found thereon. With- 
out alert-mindedness and high ideals, 
the necessity of unremitting toil is 
morally and spiritually safer than 
leisure; but it dooms the life to ar- 
rest. upon its present plane of de- 
velopment. 

It is also true, as Prof. Moulton 
says: “A life without leisure is an 
immoral life. If a person because ot 
preoccupation with his industrial, 
professional, philanthropic, or social 
duties has lost all control of Ills time, 
und cannot retire into himself and 
give heed to his self-developement, he 
has lapsed from the life ol* freedom 
to the life of a slave. The fourth 
commandment is still valid: and the 
significance of It is not in the details 
of Sabbath observance, but the duty 
of leisure; it» place in the decalogue 
means that the moral duty of leisure 
ts as fundamental us the duty of 
purity or honesty. It is pre-emin- 
ently lu the present uge that this 
truth calls for assertion.” 

The modern social reform conten- 
tion for the more equal distribution of 
leisure, by shortening hours of lubor 
and increasing the returns to pro- 
vide for hours of leisure, is funda- 
mentally right. It is simply human. 
The modern Bociul ideul will no longer 
tolerate the relegation of all work 
to one class und all leisure to an- 
other. It demands a more equitable 
portion of both to each and every 
person. But the perilous defect of 
the strenuous agitation for it lies in 
the insistence upon the privileges of 
leisure, withouL uny corresponding 
emphusis upon the duties of leisure. 
It strives for leisure as a natural 
right and privilege, which is good so 
far; but leaves to luck aud chance its 
iibo. No less, but more important 
than time and means for leisure. Is 
the need of ideal Interests for right- ! 
iu 1 use of its opportunities. The 
higher-life cultural and spiritual in- 
terests are paramount to ull indus- 
trial und social readjustments. Their 
neglect is lutut to uny theory or re- 
form, however otherwise good. 

Hut this defect of emphasis is not 
to be attributed to any certain forms 
of social agitation. It Is due to the 
general psychological aspect of the 
uge lu which we live. The situation 
is well stated by Frof. Moultou, when 
he says: “The special vice of thei 
time is the failure to see tlie moral 
obligation of leisure; that it becomes 
possible In our strenuous habits for 
a man or woman of high purpose to 
be ao absorbed lu good works as to 
forget the claims of personal de- 
velopment. to think that zeal ^ duty 
to God aud our neighbor can excuse 
from duty to our self.” People’s 
“characters and value for society de- 
pend quite as much upon the way 
they occupy their leisure hours as 
upon what they consider their specific 
work." 

An adequate conception of life will 
add another element, aud find it three 
fold: work, leisure, and becoming. 
School education fits for life’s work; 
general culture prepares the Leisure 
time; aud religious exercise secures 


the becoming. Provision for those J 
ufveral parts of tho all-round per- 
sonal life is Involved In the upon of 
leisure from the sirens of effort. I 

What, then, is the high opportunity 
if ieisure? it is the chance to think, 
.ml employ the moans for life cul- 
uro j nd Improvement. But. ft may 

• ar.ee 1. cannot one be busy and 
< lilnk toe? Ye3. so one can. But it 
is only one kind of thinking 
It. is not the whole round of think- 
ing. There is a certain psychological 
aspect of bus) -ness thinking; that we 
need to consider and guard ngalnst 
its limitations. M tends to take the 
form of action, and Its ideals become 
shaped In tormB of getting thlngR 
done and accomplishing results. It 
becomes ohscessed with the idea of 
doing anil getting. It becomes im- 
patient with anything else. It Is un- 
satisfied with ordinary action, and 
urgent for extraordinary doing. The 
merit of quiet, faithful doing is at 
length eclipsed behind the demand for 
spectacular performances. 

It is not that the busy-life think- 
ing is bad, but that it is one-sided; 
and there is a certain intoxication 
about it that runs riot with the ideals 
of living. The end of the Bpree Is 
collapse of powers and .remorse at 
the failure of any real life-satisfac- 
tion. Is not the psychological atmos- 
phere already surcharged with action- 
thought, and we all more or less 
hypnotized by its suggesliveness? 
Have not the issues of it already be- 
come conspicuously apparent In the 
popular clamor for spectacular per- 
formances and achievements, and the 
restleBB Insatiable greed for new 
things to do; which quickly done, the 
pursuit iB continued for the yet more; 
with maddening acceleration of 
speed and rapidly whirling kalaido- 
scopic confusion of Ideal colors, in 
which no clear picture of satisfying 
end appears? 

What is the trouble with it? Is it 
not just this: that the worship of 
the strenuous life is coming to Its 
inevitable issue in strenuosity with- 
out life? Is not the veritable obsces- 
sion for action simply crowding out 
the time and ability to live? Has not 
the contagion of doing been steadily- 
depleting the health of living? Is not 
the great need: to pause in the wor- 
ship of the strenuous; and consider, 
lest we forget what life really is? 

Life does not consist alone in doing. 
That is only a part of it. It consists 
also of being aud becoming. Is not 
being and becoming the more im- 
portant part of life? Wherein does 
action have any real significance, or 
find any satisfying end; except in 
being and becoming? 

This calls for quite another kind of 
ih in king from what can be done while 
busy. It is the contemplative think- 
ing, that can be done only when one 
retires from the whirl of things into 
himself; where he can stand off from 
his life-work and let it speak its real 
significance to hitn; where the ideals 
of action can take their rightful place 
along with the ideals of being and 
becoming to make up the whole-round 
ideal of human personality, as a part 
of some greater reality that includes 
his being; whereby he is to be known 
as a child of God. 

This kind of thinking requires 
leisure. It is a sin against life not 
to provide it. It is fundamental wis- 
dom to regard leisure as a duty and 
secure it. The lime-honored insti- 
tution of the Sabbath is precisely 
iliat. The agitation for extension ot 
leisure !ime for all classes of people 
is Bound with wisdom. The vacation 
habit Is true to this basic necessity 
of life. All provisions for leisure are 
the opportunities for this meditative 
all-round thinking; in which the 
variable ideals can be weighed into 
thought, impress themselves into 
conviction, and enforce themselves 
in actuating motive. By this oppor- 
tunity of leisure comet h wisdom 
life, strength of being, and increase 
of becoming. 

Now the value of this opportunity 
to each person will rest on the use 
made of it. What use ilu we make of 
it. as a matter of fact? and what use 
might we to make of it. as a matter 
of duty? are practical questions we 
need to put to ourselves without any 
sophistry of excuse or dodging or ob- 
ligation. 

What do we actuully do when the 
hour, the day. ihe week, the month 
of leisure comes? Do we fill it with 
more doings? Or do we fill It with 
some thoughtfulness as to what ull 
doing is about? Do wo rush to 
amusements, sports, and pleasurable 
outings? Or do we seek some cul- 
tural life-improving interest? 

Now this questioning is indeed ex- 
treme: to put ull pleasurable inter- 
ests on one side of the alternative, 
and all cultural interests on the 
other. But, is It too severe for our 
time? What Is the prevailing habit, 
and the general suggestlveness of it? 
Does it pm amusements, sports, aud 
pleasurable interests iu their rightful 
place as reluxation from the stress of 
work und recreation for its renewal 
again? Or does It make a business of 
it, that regards nothing else but the 
fun and pleasure? 

What Is the significance of a fre- 
quent question to a new acquaintance. 

What do you play?" and the rarity 
of “What do you read or think"? 
What does it signify, when a presi- 
dent is inaugurated, that everywhere 
is the question "what game Is hiB 
hobby?’’ nnd that his character aud 
force as a statesman are judged 
thereby? What does it mean that the 
public will support a ball-player 
more remuneratively than a college 
president? What is happening to 
civilisation when games are the cen- 
tral social feature, aud social inter- 
course around a cultural interest an 
almost uuheurd of thiug? 

What is to be thought about all 
(hiu, from the slgus that appear? 
Was our extreme questioning, after 
ull, impertinent? It is true all people 
are not madly rushing over to the 
extreme of pleasurabh interest; and 
yet ther* Is so much or U, that It 
looks quite general on the face of 
things. Certainly one thiug Is hap- 
pening: a force of suggestlveuess 
that it Is the way to spend leisure 
time has cotue to possess the atten- 
tion of modern youth. The situation 
Ib not at all improved by the uollce- 
uoic fact: that adults sound the 
praises, aud newspapers flare the 
pic t urea, of winners by ao many 
pound* of fleBh; without the faluleat 


suggestion of any Importance whether 
or not they hare a glimmer of Intelll- 
gonco or principle of character. 

What docs ail this mean? Not that 
game*, sports, and amusement* are 
bad thlnvs. They are good, in right 
proportion and place. But. it 1* pos- 
sible to how too much of even a 
good thing, or have it out of place and 
out of all proportion to other things. 
One piece of pie at a meal Is a good 
thing; but a dozen pieces would be 
wicked. Now Is not that about the 
situation with pleasurable Interest? 
Not their badness; but their multi- 
plication until they have come to oc- 
cupy the whole foreground of popular 
attention, so that other possibilities of 
leisure are heing pushed from the dis- 
credit of molly-coddleism, through 
the limbus margin of Indifference, to- 
ward the darkening shades of general 
neglect. Over the portal of this 
latter-day tendency to the under- 
world of strenuous pleasurablllt y It 
Is written; leave behind all hope of 
being and becoming, ye who enter 
here! It is a solemn warning to 
deep and serious thought. It is a 
stern reminder of a mighty real fact, 
when it was said cff a worse place “It 
is paved with good Intentions”: that 
mere innocence of pleasurable Inter- 
ests only paves with glittering respec- 
tability the shades of demoralization 
which underlies their whole absorp- 
tion of attention to the neglect of cul- 
tural and spiritual uses of leisure. 
For It Is only too true: that things 
which merely kili time with pleasur- 
able sensations also kill life, which 
Is made of It. As Franklin once 
said: “Dost thou love life ? then do 
not squander time, for that Is the 
stuff life is made of." 

Said Matthew Arnold: "The plea 
that this or that person has no time 
for culture will vanish as soon as we 
desire culture bo much that we be- 
gin to examine seriously Into our 
present use of time.” When the love 
of life and the desire for its culture 
come uppermost in attentive interest, 
then all pleasurable Interests will be 
safely put to their reasonable place 
for reactive recreation and renewal of 
zest for life’s work; and the margin 
of leisure will be wisely put to its 
higher uses for cultural improvement 
and spiritual uplift. 

An hour withdrawn from frivolous 
pursuits and profitably employed, oft 
repeated, will make all the difference 
betw-een an ignorant and a well-in- 
formed person; will make all the dif- 
ference between bare existence and 
useful happy living; will make all 
the difference between a useless life 
and one of noble benefaction; will 
make all the difference between fail- 
ure and success, evil and good, mere 
being and infinite becoming. 

It is wisely said: “No one is anxi- 
ous about a young man while he is 
busy in useful work. But where does 
he eat his lunch? Where docs he go 
after supper? Where does he spend 
his Sundays and holidays? The way 
he uses his spare moments reveals 
his character. The great majority 
of youth who go to the bad are ruined 
after supper. Most of those who 
climb upward to honor and fame de- 
vote their evenings to study or work 
or the society of the wise and good. 
Each evening is a crisis in the career 
of a young man." (0. S. Marden.) 

When we consider what mighty pos- 
sibilities lie in the good use of leisure 
hours so lightly thrown away in fun 
and diversion, the odd moments so 
liable to be worse than wasted; how 
a good education is picked up out of

POINTERS FOlt THE MOTORIST 
Traveling on Deflated Tires Unawares 

It often happens, says the Michcliu 
Tire Expert, that motorists travel on 
deflated tires for considerable dis- 
tances without knowing that such Is 
the case. This is generally due to 
the fact thnt punctures are not al- 
ways followed by sudden deflation, but 
frequently allow the air to escape 
very slowly, 

A nail which has entered the trend 
of a tire will not generally penetrate 
to the inner tube until the wheel has 
made a number of revolutions. When 
it does pierce the tube the nail re- 
mains in the puncture, so thnt the 
lire would not be deflated for hourB 
if the wheel were not in motion. 

But with every turn of the wheel 
the nail as it is brought Into contact 
with the ground moves more or less 
in its hole and allows a small amount 
of air to escape. It returns to its 
original position as soon as carried 
upward again. The escape af air is 
hardly noticeable at first, but very 
soon because the nail is moved about 
so repeatedly, the puncture enlarges 
and the escape of air becomes more 
apparent. This takes considerable 
time and in nine cases out of ten the 
motorist will not notice that his tire 
is flat until he has traveled several 
miles. 

Oftentimes this is far enough to do 
much damage, for when a car is trav- 
eling on a deflated tire both tube and 
envelope arc literally chewed be- 
tween the rim and the ground. When 
the tire 1 b examined It is found that 
the walls of the envelope are strained 
and the canvas torn, while the inner 
tube, if it be repaired and inflated, 
will Bhow a thousand almost invisible 
cuts.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 

Mr. George S. Woodbridge. for 
many years a former resident of this 
city, died suddenly Monday night 
from heart failure, superinduced by 
heat prostration, while riding on an 
electric car between the North and 
South stations. 

He was born in Hallo well, Me., Feb- 
ruary 18, 1S84, the son of Dr. George 
Norcross of that city.

1861, at the beginning of the Civil 
War, he enlisted from AuguBta for 
ij years in the Eleventh Maine Reg- 
iment.

Johnson of Gardiner, Me. Shortly af- 
ter he removed to Newton, Mass., 
where he became an active worker in 
G. A. R. circles. On the death of his 
wife, in 188C, he removed with his 
only Bon to Chicago. In 1890 he mar- 
ried Miss Eva Woodsum of Augusta, 
Me., and four years later went to 
Sharon to live. He had been town 
assessor for the past sixteen years, 
and town treasurer for two years, 
holding both positions at the time of 
Mb death. He had served on a num- 
ber of town committees, and was a 
member of the Improvement and His- 
torical Association and was active in 
Unitarian Church affairs. His second 
wife died at Long Beach, Cal., last 
March, and Mr. Woodbridge Is sur- 
vived by one son, Francis, of Chicago.

English Prison Pit*. 

Prison pits were vaults In which 
criminals In England were kept at 
night, chained together. There was 
one at Bristol which was In use as 
late as 1815. Down eighteen steps. It 
was only seventeen feet In diameter 
by nine feet high, and seventeen men 
were consigned to It every night 
Even more typical was Warwick jail 
pit, which was occupied at least until 
1707. It was an octagonal dungeon 
twenty-one feet In diameter and al- 
most nineteen feet underground. In 
the middle was n cesspool, and beside 
it ran a stream of water which served 
the prisoners for drinking purposes. 
To this awful cell forty-two men were 
consigned every afternoon at 3:45. to 
remain there until after daylight the 
following morning. The Inmates had 
to sleep on their sides, and their jailer 
never visited them without guarding 
himself with an antidote against sick-

And he add- 
ed. "Here Is o young man who will 
moke a name for himself.'’

EDITORIAL 


Midsummer heat Is not conducive to 
clear thinking on political subjects, 
but it seems fairly definite that the 
radical element in both the old par- 
ties will support either Wilson or 
IToosevelt, while the conservatives 
will rally behind President Taft. 

It is a matter of regret that the 
personalities of the several candidates 
enter so largely into the decision of 
the average voter, for the verdict giv- 
en next November will have a tre- 
mendous effect on our attitude to- 
wards our fundamental law, the con- 
stitution. For the real issue next 
fall is not personalities, but princi- 
ples. A popular demand that consti- 
tutional liberties shall be subject to 
the passing whim of the majority, — 
that legislation shall be initiated and 
enacted by popular vote — thnt our 
judges shall render their decisions, 
not in accordance with law, but in 
obedience to the demand of the "Peo- 
ple,” is possible if the so-called radi- 
cal element receives an endorsement. 
The election of President Taft, on 
the other hand, will mean that the 
great body of American citizenship 
not only believes in liberty, but be- 
lieves in a liberty under law, a lib- 
erty to the minority as well as to 
the majority, to the poor aB well as 
to the rich. Let us consider princi- 
ples first and personalities last in de- 
ciding on our course next November. 

Friends of Mr. G. Fred Simpson of 
this city are urging him to stand for 
the Republican nomination as a mem- 
ber of the Governor's Council from 
this district. Mr. Simpson was a can- 
didate for this nomination in the fall 
of 1904 when Hon. W. W. RawBon was 
selected, and proved hiraBelf to be a 
good loser. The present councillor, 
Hon. H. E. Fletcher of WeBtford has 
served the usual three years, and at 
the present lime Mr. Simpson's name 
is the only one heard as his succes- 
sor. Mr. Simpson Ib one of the prom- 
inent business men of Boston and 
would make a valuable member of the 
executive council.

RESIDENCE OF MR. GEO. A. FROST 
Struck by Lightning In Yesterday’s Storm 


The long drought was broken yes- 
terday by a series of thunderstorms 
beginning In the morning and contin- 
uing well into the evening, and inci- 
dentally doing considerable damage in 
this city. 

The lightning was sharp and the 
thunder particularly heavy, scaring 
children and horses, and striking in 
many places about town. The most 
damage was done at the fine resi- 
dence of Mr. George A. Frost on 
Chestnut street, West Newton, which 
was Btruck about 11.30 A. M., the bolt 
entering the gable and passing thru 
the partitions. The family were at 
their summer home at Beverly and 
the smoke in that neighborhood was 
so Intense that one of the neighbors 
telephoned her husband In Boston 
that It was her own house that was 
burning. The fire department was 
able to protect the fine furnishings 
In the house and the damage la rough- 
ly estimated at about $5000. While 
the fire was burning, the barn of R. 
M. Clark on Homer street was also 
struck and an alarm rung in from 
box 712. The damage here was not 
heavy. 

The lightning also affected the elec- 
tric light and power and telephone 
service thruout the city. A bolt play- 
ed around Eliot block, but with no 
substantial damage, a clothes reel 
was struck in the vicinity of Charles- 
bank road, a tree stripped of its bark 
on Grove street, Auburndale, and the 
chimney on the house of Mr. R. F. 
Gammons, 2d, on Brookside avenue, 
Newtonville, was also knocked down.

RECOLLECTIONS OF A SCHOOLBOY 
By Elliott J. Hyde 

Once upon a time, nB nil good 
stories of my boyhood begnn, or, to 
be more exnci, In the early sixties 
of the pnBt century, during the great 
contest between 1 lie North nml South, 

1 remember attaining to the dignity 
of a desk shared by nnotber. I had 
graduated from Ihe little chair, with 
Us iron rack on one side to hold my 
primer, and felt taller than t ever felt 
again, even after ntlnlnlng my six 
feet. 

1 fenr I wns rather a forward 
youngster, presuming on the fact Mini 
my good fnihnr was chnirninn of the 
Bchooi committee nml judge of the 
local court. And perhnps for lhnt 
reason I wnB chosen by tho master 
to act as a sort of aid, or monitor, ns 
you say in these days; in reality, ns 
an errand boy, for it was my linppy 
privilege to be out of school in school 
hours. The telegraph wns then al- 
most a novelty, and nil ofllce had been 
established but recently in (he little 
village where our school wns located. 
Nearly every morning before the 
noon recess the schoolmaster would 
drop in nml whlBpcr In my enr, 
"Run over to the depot and get the 
latest news from the front.” The 
BtntionmaBter wns always willing to 
furnish the latest news received over 
tlie wires, and usually wrote it down 
for me. Returning to the school, 
after having passed it over for my 
father to read, I handed it in lo the 
principal, and If the news was im- 
port unt, he often sent me across Hie 
street to the home of a dear little 
gentleman whose Interest wns as 
keen as Ills welcome was kindly. 

As the days passed, this good 
gentleman often visited our school, 
und at the morning devotions — for in 
old New England in those days school 
opened with prayer and reading of the 
Scriptures— whenever he honored us 
with his genial presence, we sang 
'“America” till tho habit of singing 
that grand old liymn became a daily 
habit. 

When in July, 1864, while yet the 
war was in progress, the town of 
Newton, Mass., dedicated its monu- 
ment and memorial to the dead and 
those yet to die in the great Civil 
War, 1,100 children of the public 
Rcliools of that town (now city) as- 
sembled at the Newton Cemetery, each 
with a medal of hard rubber strung 
on a red, white, and blue cord, and 
sang an original hymn written by our 
friend tlie doctor, whose beaming 
presence among us was in itself an 
inspiration. 

It was a most beautiful day, and 
as ibis was the first monument erect- 
ed in New England to those fallen 
in the war, the occasion was of great 
interest to the country at large. I 
will let (lie doctor, who was the his- 
torian of Newton, as well as minis- 
ter of God, famous poet and scholar, 
describe the afternoon in his own 
words: 

“The tranquil beauty of tlie day 
was in striking contrast with the 
storm of war and tumult still raging 
at the South. Tho end of the war was 
still nearly a year away, but the 
scenes of such an occasion had a 
Btimuluiing effect upon the hearts of 
all who were present. And it may 
well be believed that every one left 
that hallowed spot with a fresh re- 
solve to be found ready for any 
coming emergency.” 

At the conclusion of the ceremon- 
ies the thousands assembled united In 
one grand chorus In singing “Amer- 
ica”. And how we did sing! For the 
author of that great national hymn 
was our good doctor — yes, Dr. Sam- 
uel F. Smith. And now you can rea 
llzo the honor that came to our par- 
ticular school when he Joined us in 
the journey back to the old school- 
house. 

His after life was a buBy one in his 
chosen lino of work. An extensive 
traveler in mission fields, editor of 
many publications, poet and hymn 
writer, historian and gentleman, he 
passed the remainder of his long and 
happy life in the home acroas the 
street from the site of the old school- 
house in Newton Center, Mass. That 
home haB now become a Mp-ca for 
visitors the world over.

POINTERS FOR THE MOTORIST 
Tlie Importance of Proper Inflntlon 

Of all questions relative to the 
preservation of pneumatic tires that 
of inflation Ib the most important. 

Of the tires tested by the Michelin 
Tire Company on cars which stop at 
its factory a full 6<V * are found to be 
under-inflated, while of the tires 
Bent in for repairs nearly 60’/* have 
suffered from tills cauBe. 

There are many ways aside from 
punctures nit d blow-outs in which the 
uir pressure in a tire can sink below 
normal. The valve may not be air 
tight, or if the tire is new it may ex- 
pand slightly when first used, with a 
consequent reduction in pressure. 

Moreover, rubber while practically 
air tight is not entirely so and the 
air will gradually filter through into 
the atmosphere. Air is composed 
chiefly of oxygen and nitrogen. The 
co-efficient of diffusion of oxygen 
through rubber is higher than that 
of nitrogen, nnd in consequence the 
pressure in a recently inflated tire 
decreases in proportion to the diffu- 
sion of the oxygen. When the tire is 
reinflated the proportion of nitrogen 
within the tire of course becomes 
larger. So long as the original air 
remains in the tire this proportion 
continues to increase with every in- 
flation and thus (he loss by diffusion 
becomes gradually smaller. 

The temperature of the outer air 
is responsible only for the very slight- 
est changes in the interior air pres- 
sure of n lire. These cliauges are so 
slight ns to be negligible. 

Over-inflation likewise Is injurious 
— not to the tire bo much ns to the 
car. An over-inflated tire has little 
or no resiliency and thus transmits 
pliocks to the chnssiB, which under 
incessant jarring is bound to suffer. 

It is obviously necessary therefore 
to keep the tires pumped up to just 
the right pressure. The only wuy to 
accomplish this Is frequently to use 
a pressure tester.

PECULIAR ACCIDENT

Playground Commission Makes an Encourag- 
ing Report on Attendance and Interest 


Considering the intense tapat last 
week, all the playgrounds now open 
for July and August report an in- 
creasing number of enthusiastic 
youngsters ready for work and play 
every day. 

Hnsphnll Erngne 

The formation of a Baseball League 
of Midgets, Intermediates and Sen- 
iors is assured. Teams In each are 
being organized: and an inter-play- 
ground-Bchedule will be Btarled as 
soon as a self-managing organization 
con be relied upon. The officials must 
be members of the organization and 
are elected to the office by the boys. 
No master, teacher or other play- 
ground official will be allowed to um- 
pire these games. The idea is to give 
the boys an object lesson of what it 
means to vote for leaders. Much will 
be gained if our boys learn to play 
their games without quarreling, to 
abide by the decision of their chosen 
leaders and to take victory or defeat 
manfully. It should not be necessary 
for the success of theBe gameB that 
masters or perhaps older boys muBt 
needs act as officials. The decision 
of a playmate — duly elected as um- 
pire by a majority of fellow players — 
should always find loyal support by 
all the players. 

No Shade on the West Newton Play- 
ground 

To provide space for younger chil- 
dren and for girls is one of the most 
important functions of the Play- 
grounds. The motor-life of the child 
between 2 and 6 years of age is to- 
day especially restricted by lack of 
space around the home and by lack 
of proper sense stimulation. A few 
years ago the streets at least offered 
comparative ’safety to these young 
children for imagination play. The 
playground Is to bring back to these 
children some of These valuable op- 
portunities without which no child 
can attain physical or mental powers. 
But in our climate this work cannot 
be carried on without protection from 
the sun. This is lacking on the West 
Newton Common. Through the gen- 
erosity of Mr. Bond a temporary 
playground with sufficient shade has 
been made available and this lot at 
tlie junction of Elm nnd River streets 
is now being used for little children

Carcass of Dead Beast Left Exposed 
Caused Slight Outbreak in 

Russia. 

The Taris Medical publishes some 
observations which throw an impor- 
tant light on the cases of plague which 
occurred In Russia some time ago. As 
far back as 1907 Dr. Klodnltzlhy no- 
ticed in the Caznrel Island, in the 
Caspian Sea. a, slight ontbrenk of 
plague. Three women were attacked, 
and he was able to establish, after 
inquiry, that they had all throe been 
engaged In handling the carcass of a 
camel which had died from some un- 
known cause. Later, In April, 1911, 
plague appeared In a little place in 
the district of Kamysch-Samara. Six 
persons were nt lacked with plague, 
and all had eaten of a camel that had 
died. 

At the end of September, in the 
same year, another camel In the dis- 
trict died, and then an autopsy was 
mnde. There were no clear Indica- 
tions of any injuries to account for 
death, but In the viscera the doctor 
found a bacillus identical with that of 
Yersin, the cultures of which repro- 
duced plague in animals which were 
Inoculated, Toward the end of the 
some month other human beings were 
attacked, and the outbreak coincided 
with the death of a camel, and testa 
with the blood produced a typical 
plague bacillus. Dr. Klodnltzlhy has 
no doubt that the cases of plague in 
the human belngB owed their origin 
to eating the flesh of plague-stricken 
camels, and he suggests that the cam- 
els in question had been eating her- 
bage which had become infected by 
camels suffering from the disease. 

EVER SEE A STOUT POSTMAN? 

In London, for Instance, Carriers 

Walk Over Sixteen Miles Carry- 
ing Forty Pounds. 

Has it ever struck you why a stout 
postman is such a rarity? The ques- 
tion is worth attention. 

A postman who in a buBy London 
residential district walks from four- 
teen to sixteen miles a day, starts out 
in the morning with mailB weighing 
something like eighty pounds. As 
his letters and packages are distrib- 
uted, the weight of his bag, of course, 
grows less, so that the average weight 
he carries during his trip la forty 
pounds. A pint of water weighs a 
pound. A 10-quart pall weighs about 
twenty pounds, and the average 
weight the postman carries is equal 
to two of these. If you want to know 
why postmen are thin, try a 15-miie 
walk with a 10-quart pall of water in 
each hand. 

The driver of a brewery wagon, on 
the other hand, Is usually fat. The 
reason is that he sits on the seat of 
his dray most of the day, and often 
consumes large quantities of liquid. 
Policemen, too, often grow fat 
through standing about on their beats. 
— Answers, London.

This Gilbert story ren< lies me from 
on nhl Harrovian. soy« a writer in the 
Manchester Guardian. In 1872 the peo- 
ple of ihe town got up theatricals to 
raise funds for n hospital. Dr. Butler, 
the head master, said he would not 
allow the school to go unless the pieces 
wen* first submitted to him. One wns 
Gilbert's “Palace of Truth." In It Is a 
passage In which the hero says to the 
heroine. "Meet me at 9 o’clock tonight 
outside the garden gate.” Dr. Butler 
vetoed this nnd substituted, "Meet me 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon." This 
seemed to him more decorous. Some 
years after Gilbert was Invited to the 
Harrow speeches. In reply to the toast 
of his health he said, "l am very much 
Interested in visiting Harrow, for as 
far as I know it is the only place in 
the world where a line of mine has 
ever been condemned as Improper." 
Great consternation prevailed— all the

Interesting Talk to Growing Boys by Mr. 
William Macpherson 


The following article on Tobacco 
Iibb recently been given qb u talk by 
Mr. William Macpherson, physical di- 
rector of the Newton Y. M. C. A., be- 
fore boys’ clubs and Bimilar organi- 
zations. 

The alarming increase in the ubc 
of tobacco by the boyB and adults In 
this country is the cause for a great 
many articles being written concern- 
ing thiB drug especially its physio- 
logical effects on the growing organ- 
ism, through smoking, chewing and 
Bnufflng. 

It might be interesting to know 
something of the history of this plant. 
Tobacco originally came to the rest 
of the world from America. In No- 
vember 1492, a party sent out by Co- 
lumbus to explore Cuba reported that 
the natives perfumed themselveB with 
certain herbs which they carried 
along with them. The habit of snuff 
taking was observed by Ramon Pane, 
a Franciscan, who was with Colum- 
buB on his second voyage (1494- 
1496), and the practice of chewing 
was first seen by the Spainards on 
the coast of South America in 1602. 
Smoking was a universal usage 
among the Indians especially bound 
up in the most significant and solemn 
tribal ceremonies. Tobacco was not 
the original name of this plant, it got 
thiB name from an Instrument UBed 
in the smoking of it by the natives of 
San Domingo. This was observed by 
Oviedo in 1635. The instrument was 
shaped like a letter Y; the two stems 
were put into the nose and the other 
. end put into the smoke of the burn- 
ing. In this way the smoke was 
drawn thru the nostrils. 

The tobacco plant was first brought 
to Europe In 1568 by Francisco Fer- 
nandes, a physician, who had been 
sent by Phillip II of Spain to inves- 
tigate the products of Mexico. Jean 
Nicot sent seedB to Catherin De Med- 
ici and for this service his name has 
been commemorated in the scientific 
name of Nicotiano. 

At first this plant was supposed to 
contain miraculous healing powers 
and such names as “Divine Tobacco," 
“Herba Panacea” and “Our Holy 
Herb Nicotian” were conferred on it. 

The habit of smoking was initiated 
and Bpread by English example. 
Ralph Lane, the first Governor of 
Virginia, and Sir FranciB Drake 
brought to England after a trip to 
America the Implements for Bmoking. 
Lane 1 b credited with being the first 
English Braoker. These implements 
were handed over to Raleigh and 
through the influence of such men 
the habit became firmly rooted in 
Bplte of great opposition from states- 
men, clergy, imprisonment, and se- 
vere puniBhment.

Encyclo. Britt, says this of Nico- 
tine: “It is a colourless oil, which 
bolls at 247 degrees and when pure 
is nlmoBt odourlesB. It has a sharp 
burning taste, and is very poison- 
ous, It dissolves readily in water 
and rapidly undergoes oxidation on 
exposure to nir." 

Let us begin at the bottom. Does 
it do anyone any physical good? Ar- 
guments in favor of tobacco for any 
physical reason are baseless, it does 
not aid digestion, preserve the teeth 
or disinfect. The only good that can 
come from tobacco is mental satisfac- 
tion. In all my Inquiries from smok- 


ers Including many physicians that 
Ib the only virtue that I have learned 
that It 1ms. It gives one something to 
do when bored and this is practically 
Buma up the agreeable reBults or to- 
bacco. On the other hand the injuri- 
ous effects of tobacco on you boys 
are very real and apparent and not 
delayed. 

Everyone knowB who has tried the 
first smoko or chew makes you feel 
sick, if this continued you would not 
prolong the use of this poison. But 
one must look for symptoms of slow 
poisoning. The popular belief that 
tobacco stunts the growth is support- 
ed by the fact that non-smokers and 
smokers were observed for a period 
of four years at Amherst College and 
nine years at Yale University with 
the following result. That those who 
do not smoke grow In height 24% 
more than thoee who do, and what is 
more Btartling non-smokers grew in 
lung capacity 76% more. Records at 
Yale show for a period of nine years 
that the smokers averaged 16 months 
older than the non-smokerB yet they 
were shorter and of less lung capac- 
ity. 

Every athlete knows that to smoke 
injures hie chances to win, that his 
wind is not so good, and that his 
heart action not so strong. It also 
effectB the precision of eye and hand. 
The moderate Bmoker Is Injured just 
as the moderate drinker is. All poi- 
sons comparatively harmless such as 
lead, mercury, and arsenic, when 
taken in repeated small doses produce 
a harmful effect. Just what effect 
the use of tobacco engenders we can- 
not absolutely know, but all physi- 
cians are agreed that it it absolutely 
harmful to the growing organism, 
why it should be good to the matured 
person they have yet to explain. 

There seems to be no question that 
smoke irritates the mucous membrane 
of the Bronchial tubes and renders 
them more susceptible to infection, 
and that it irritates the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose and throat. It 
would therefore seem fair to state 
that the man who does not use to- 
bacco is less susceptible to disease 
and Contagion, and recovers more 
quickly from a serious illness or op- 
eration. From this we Bhould expect 
to find that tobacco shows most in 
later life, when vitality 1 b ebbing and 
the machinery of the body is begin- 
ning to wear. It is In his middle age 
that a man begins to feel the harm. 
In short, though we know only the 
precise or Immediate effect of nicotine 
and only some of the morbid pro- 
cesses which excessive smoking may 
produce It is likely that the worst as- 
pect of tobacco Is something that we 
do not know very much about, or the 
tendencies it possesses to reduce a 
man’s general vigor. 

The dominant characteristic of to- 
bacco is the fact that it heightens 
blood-pressure. The irritant action 
by which It does this sometimes leads 
to still more harmful results. Its 
second action is narcotic: it lessens 
the connection between nerve-centers 
and the outBide world. These two 
actions account for all ihe good and 
all the bad effects of tobacco. As a 
narcotic, it temporarily abolishes 
anxiety and discomfort by making the 
smoker care lees about what is hap- 
pening to him. But it is n well-known 
law of medicine that all the drugs; 
which in the beginning lessen nerve- 
action Increase it in the end. Thus 
smoking finally causes apprehension, 
hyper-excitability, and muscular un- 
rest. Here this inevitable law seemB 
to give contradictory results. Every 
physician knows that an enormous 
amount of insomnia is relieved by 
smoking, even if it is at the expense 
of lazInesB the next day; at the same 
time every physiciun knows that most

NEWTON BANK CLAIM 

Senator Lodge Attempts to Revive 
Matter 


A bill has been Introduced by Sena- 
tor Lodge In the U. S. Senate to reim- 
burse the First National Bank of 
Newton $18,797.16 lost In interest. It 
lr deBircd to lay the matter before 
the court of claims for adjustment. 

The claim Is an old one, which in 
the years gone by lias often been be- 
fore Congress and the departments. 
It is now brought to Senator Lodged 
attention by E. B. Bishop, whose 
father, the late Judge Robert R. Bis- 
hop, and the late William Gaston 
sought in vain for reparation from 
the government. 

The Newton bank, as pointed out in 
a letter by Mr. BiBhop, last the money 
originally by the action of its cashier 
in depositing bank funds with the 
sub-treasury at Boston to cover the 
defalcation of two men. A receipt 
was given him by the cashier of the 
Boston sub-treasury in his official ca- 
pacity with an agreement to return 
the money and securities, so deposited, 
the next morning. 

But the defalcation web discovered, 
and the sub-treasury refused to sur- 
render the property of the Newton 
bank. MoBt of it was returned, how- 
ever, after a long period, but by a pe- 
culiar complication, interest the gov- 
ernment collected on certain bonds 
belonging to the bank was not turned 
over. 

Dl{. FIELD DEAD 

Word has been received from Los An- 
geles, Cal., of the death, in that city 
on Thursday, July 10, of Dr. Henry 
M. Field, at the age of 71 years. 

Dr. Field was a well know resident 
of Newton twenty-five years and more 
ngo. living for many years at the cor- 
ner of Franklin and Eldredge streets. 
He removed to Pasadena. Cal., about 
twenty-five years ngo and was quite 
prominent In that city. He was a 
deacon in the North Congregational 
Church and took an active interest in 
church affairs. About five years ago 
he moved to Los Angeles, where he 
made his home with his only son, 
Eliot W. Field. He was professor 
emeritus of therapeutics at Dartmouth 
College.

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ROMAN ROADS IN ENGLAND 


Project of Putting Old Highways In 
Useful Condition Is Being 
Revived. 

British motorists are showing some 
interest in a project which is being re- 
vived Of reopening and putting in 
usable condition the old Roman roads 
that led out from London to the sur- 
rounding cities and that connected up 
the outlying places. The ancient high- 
ways, built by the Roman generals for 
military purposes, were well con' 
structed and their routes were exceed- 
ingly straight, but they have apparent- 
ly in many Instance been practically 
abandoned. 

Few except students of the subject 
are aware of the great network of 
highways which were driven acroBB 
England, Wales and Scotland by the 
Roman generals. The straightness of 
these roads probably is explained by 
the fact that the cities and towns 
they linked up were founded subse- 
quent to the road making. The roads 
wrare constructed for military purposes 
— the subjugation and control of the 
turbulent Britons — and had no set ob- 
jective. Camps grew Into cities and 
towraa founded at points of military 
vantage. These naturally lost their 
Importance In many instances when 
the conquerors withdrew, and their 
very sites are forgotten. — Feld.

Eagles Clearing Away Pests. 

The wild boarB and foxes of Santa 
Rosa Island, Cal., are being exterml 
nated rapidly and in a novel manner. 
The American eagle is doing the work, 
The eagles that have their habitat in 
the rocky eminences of the island 
grow to l!uuieu89 size, the smallest 
mature bird measuring about four feet 
from tip to tip and the largest being 
seven feet or more in sweep with 
wings extended. They can carry thir- 
ty or forty pounds dead weight for 
miles with apparent ease. The eagle 
swoops down upon its prey and rises 
to a height of fifty feet or more with 
the struggling animal clutched In Ub 
talons. If the pig shows too much 
fight It Is dropped, the fall killing the 
animal. Then the eagle descends and 
carries off the carcass to the distant 
aerie. Foxes also are the prey of the 
eagles.

Super- 
vision and direction do not mean, 
however, that our playground direc- 
tors are only there for the purpose 
of keeping order, or for teaching and 
coaching. What they are mainly do- 
ing Is to organize rhe children into 
self-managing groups, and all round 
vnrlous and diversified activities. 

If our teachers wore merely direc- 
tors they would waste the most pre- 
cious opportunities the playgrounds 
offer. If they can teach the young 
respect for the rights and comforts 
of others, II they can help them to 
learn that right Is bigger than might, 
that co-aperation means strength, 
and that loyalty to a law which they 
helped to make is the highest duty 
of a citizen and the greatest civic vir- 
tue, then playground direction be- 
comes worth while.

EFFECTS OF TOBACCO 

Inlereslln? Talk lo Growing Boys by Mr. 
William Macpherson 

(Continued from pope 1) 

excessive smokers are troubled with 
insomnia. 

Cigarettes 


In using tobacco we lake the poison 
Into the tissues. The chewer and the 
snuffer pet the effect through the tis- 
sue with which the tobacco conies in 
contact. The cigarette-smoker almost 
invnriably Inhales, and he pets the 
most harm merely because the bron- 
chial mucous membrane absorbs the ' 
poison most rapidly. The tobacco It- | 
self is no more harmful than it Is in i 
a pipe or a cigar. Indeed, it Is often 
less so in the cheaper grades, for, be- 
ing less pure, it contains Icbs nico- < 
tine. Furthermore, the tobacco Is 
generally drier in a cigarette, and for 
that reason the combustion is better, 
for the products of the combustion 
of dry and damp tobacco are not the 
same. But since it is a little difficult 
to inhale a pipe or a cigar without 
choking, the Bmoke products of a pipe 
or cigar nre usually absorbed only by 
the mouth, nose and throat, whereas 
ihe inhaled Bmoke of the cigarette is 
absorbed by the entire area of the 
windpipe and bronchial tubes. If you 
wish to see how much poison you in- 
hale. try the old experiment of puffing 
cigarette smoke through a handker- 
chief. and then, having inhaled the 
tame amount of smoke, blow it out 
again through another portion of the 
same handkerchief. The difference 
in the discoloration will be found to 
be very marked. You will note that 
in the second case there is hardly 
any stain on the handkerchief: the 
stain is on your windpipe and bron- 
chial tubes. 

If a man inhales a pipe or a cigar, 
he gets more Injury simply because 
he gets stronger tobacco; but a man 
never inhales a pipe or a cigar un- 
less he is a Bmoker of long standing 
or unless he has begun on cigarettes. 
Besides allowing one to Inhale, a cig- 
arette engenders more muscular un- 
rest titan any other kind of Bmoke. 
Because of its shortness, cheapness 
and convenience one lights a cigar- 
ette, throws it away, and then lights 
another. This spasmodic process, 
constantly repeated, increases the 
smoker’s restlessness, while at the 
same time satisfying it with a feeling 
that he is doing something. Yet de- 
spite the fact that cigarette-smoking 
is the worst form of tobacco addic- 
tion, virtually all boys who Bmoke 
start with cigarettes. 

It is generally admitted that in the 
immature the moderate use of tobac- 
co stunts the normal growth of the 
body and mind, and causes various 
nervous disturbances, especially of 
the heart-disturb^ces which It causes 
in later life only when smoking haB 
become excessive. That is to say, 
thougli a boy’s stomach grows toler- 
ant of nicotine to the extent of taking 
it without protest, the rest of the body 
keepB on protesting. Furthermore, 
all business men will tell you that 
tobacco damages a boy’s usefulness 
in his work. This is necessarily so, 
since anything which lowers vitality 
creates some kind of Incompetence. 
For the Banie reason the boy who 
smokes excessively not only is un- 
able to work vigorously, but he does 
not wish to work at all. This result, 
apparent during growth, is only less 
apparent after growth, when other 
causes may step in to neutralize It. 
Tobacco, in bringing about a depreci- 
ation of the nerve-cells, brings, to- 
gether with physical results like In- 
somnia, lowered vitality, and restless- 
ness, their moral counterparts, like 
irritability, lack of concentration, de- 
sire to avoid responsibility and to 
travel the road of least resistance. 
If there were some Instrument to de- 
i ermine it. in my opinion there would 
be seen a difference of 15' in the gen- 
eral efficiency of Binokers and non- 
smokers.

The Mass. State legislature fear- 
ing the effects of cignrettes on boys 
passed a law in 1901 prohibiting the 
sale of them to hoys under 18 years 
of age. 

‘•At a meeting of the cigar makers 
Union No. 92 of Worcester it was 
voted to flue any member $5.00 for 
smoking cigarettes. The rule waa 
t» made to protect the eick and death 
benefit fund ns it was found thnt the 
cigarette smokers drew more than 
their share of the sick benefits and 
t more death claims were paid to their 
e I ninHies."

The wreath of cigarette smoke which 
curls about the head of the growing 
lad holds his brain in an iron grip 
which prevents it from growing and 
hiB mind from developing just as 
surely as the iron shoe does the foot 
of the Chinese girl." 

Luther Burbank says: "Cigarettes 
are most damaging and their use by- 
young boys is little short of criminal, 
and will produce In them the same re- 
sults that sand placed in a watch will 
produce, — Destruction. No boy liv- 
ing would commence the use of cig- 
arettes if he knew what a useless, 
soulless, worthless thing they would 
make of him." 

I have made many personal obser- 
vations of boys who are addicted to 
the use of tobacco and almost with- 
out exception have found them Infer- 
ior to non-smoking boys. I have 
found that the boy who smokes is 
more apt to be untruthful; he does 
not apply himself to his duties aB well 
as the non-smoker, and Is always more 
initable, especially in competitive 
games, and lacks the nerve In a long 
contest. 

The fellow who usually loses his 
temper first in a basket-ball game Is 
a smoker, the ones I have had the 
most trouble with In discipline are 
the smokers, the restleBS, nervous, ir- 
ritable boy. 

A basket-ball team 1 was coaching 
decided to give up the use of tobacco 
during the whole season, the same 
team played the year before and bad 
a fair record, but lost a good raany 
games in the second half, and two ! 
members were so irritable that they 
had to be constantly watched. The 
next season the same team having 
given up the use of tobacco, defeated 
every team thru the season In the 
second half, including a strong col- 
lege team. Not one man of the team 
was taken out In the whole season for 
roughness. This team won the dis- 
trict championship and lost only four 
out of 22 games. 

Now, boys, you can see in just this 
one instance the difference it made In 
a team to use tobacco or let it alone; 
it will make just the same difference 
with you. Look around your own 
gang and I will venture to say that 
the meanest boy there is the cigarette 
liend, and the one who is always get- 
ting mad is the constant smoker. 

Now, boys, if you want to be tall, 
it you want to be bright, if you want 
to grow up and do a man’s work in 
the world you will not smoke while 
you are a growing boy.

NOTHING IS EVER DESTROYED 

Matter Change*, But Doea Not Ceaae 
to Exist— Simple Experiment That 
Prove* Proposition. 

When a candle burns it Is not de- 
itroyed. What fleems like destruction 
a merely change. Any one can prove 
'.hts for himself by a very Blmple ex- 
periment. 

Take .. glass tube and fit a cork Into 
tach end. Bore some holes In the low- 
*r cork, one of them In the middle 
arge enough to hold * candle. Bend 
i smaller glass tube to U shape, fill It 
with small pieces of caustic soda and 
!ork one end. Now connect the two 
tyltndera by a small glass tube through 
.ho corks. Insert the candle through 
he lower cork and suspend the whole 
ipparatus from one beam of the chem- 
ca] balance.- Weigh It carefully. 

Connect the free end of the U tube 
to an aspirator so as to establish a 
inlform current of atr through the 
tubes. Remove the candle, light it 
ind instantly reinsert It. Let it burn 
iown until entirely consumed. Now 
•eweigh the apparatus. You will find 
[hat It actually weighs more than It 
lid before the candle was burnt! 

What had happened? The carbon 
ind hydrogen of which the candle was 
composed have been separated, have 
irawn oxygen from the air and conj- 
oined with It, forming water and car- 
Don dioxide or carbonic acid gas. The 
caustic soda has absorbed the carbon 
dioxide and made sodium carbonate, 
and has alBO caught the water. The 
extra weight 1 b simply that of the oxy- 
gen taken out of the air. 

This la a practical illustration of the 
great truth that nothing 1 b ever de- 
stroyed. Matter changes, but does not 
cease to exist. St. ThomaB Aquinas j 
taught this In the thirteenth century 
—thus as In so many other wayB an- 
ticipating modern scientists — and 

some of the ancient Greek philoso- 
phers understood it. It has only been 
proved experimentally In recent years.

Arsenic Found In Vegetables. 

Arsenic has been found as a normal 
constituent In mau and animals, and 
now Drs. Jadiu and Astrug, two 
French biologlstB, show that it may be 
derived from edible plants and fruits. 
They examined thirty-nine vegetable 
substances, and obtained arsenic from 
all, the quantities ranging from 0.03 
part per million In the leek to 0.25 
part per million In almonds and beans. 
Other vegetable matters, containing 
arsenic are the common cabbage, the 
turnip, the potato, cultivated mush- 
rooms, black truffles, Japanese rice, 
red haricots, white haricots, gray 
peas, spilt peaB, lentllB, artichokes, 
Balslfy, chicory, lettuce, spinach, green 
peas, celery, carrots, watercreBB, cauli- 
flower, wild asparaguB, hazelnuts, fil- 
berts, chestnuts, apples, pears, 
oranges, pineapples and bananas. 

Potted Roses. 

There was a time when Englishmen 
could celebrate St. George’s day by 
feasting oh roBes as well as wearing 
them. Old cookery books abound In 
recipes into which rose leaves enter. 

One writer tells how to make trot- 
ted roses. "I first pound some of the 
moBt fragrant roses In a mortar; then 
I take the brains of birds and pigs 
well boiled and stripped of every par- 
ticle of meat. I then add the yolks of 
some eggs, some oil, a little cordial, 
some pepper and some wine. After 
having beaten and mixed It well to- 
gether, I place It over a slow fire. 
When this dish Is brought to table the 
moat delicious fragrance Issues forth, 
covering tbe guests with delight.” 
Every good housewife In the seven 
teenth century made rosewater, which ; 
was used for flavoring food.

Milk Inspection 


The report of Arthur Hudson, the 
milk inspector for 1911, shows that 
six-sevenths of the milk consumed 
in the city is produced within the 
city or within a radius of ten milcB.

ANIMALS’ EYES ARE MIRRORS 


Raflscted Light Is What Causes Them 
to Glow In Dark, Not Occult 
Agencies. 

It is well known that the eyes of ani- 
mals glow like coals In the dark. The 
reason for this Is commonly believed 
lo bo because there Is phosphorescent 
matter In the eyeballs. There are 
many, too, who attribute it to some 
weird occult agencies. 

But it ie all perfectly natural. The 
Jght doeB not come directly from the 
eyes of the animals, but indirectly. 
That is, it is e reflected light. Let an 
mlma] come out of the forest and ap- 
proach a camp Are. His eyes glow like 
two balls of fire. This Is because his 
5yes are mirrors and reflect the light 
while the rest of him la In darkness, 
making the spectacle all the more won- 
ierful. 

If you go in a dark room with a 
light the animal will look directly at 
the light. Then his eyes wilt reflect 
that light. 

The case Is Bomewhat similar to the 
way the moon borrows light. The 
moon itBelf is on opaque body without 
any Inherent luminosity, and conse- 
juently it has no power of emitting 
light of Its own. But when the shafts 
:>f light from the Bun fall upon the sur- 
face of the moon they are reflected 
back, and it is the sun’fl light that 
brightens up the surface of our celes- 
tial nightly attendant and makes it vis- 
ible to us. 


WHALE BOAT CATCHES SHARK 


Marine Monster, Weighing Approxi- 
mately Eight Tons, Harpooned 
Off Vancouver Coast. 

While scouring the ocean for whales 
one of the little steamers working 
from the Kyuquot station landed a 
thirty foot shark. 

The “wolf of the sea” la claimed to 
be one of the largest ever Been in 
northern waters and weighed approxi- 
mately eight tons. 

The whaling steamer had been 
searching vainly for whales for sev- 
eral days and the lookout had grown 
tired of scanning the surface of the 
ocean. He was suddenly aroused to 
action by observing the dorsal fln of 
a monster shark cutting the water 
about 200 yards on the port bow. As 
the big sharks yield considerable oil, 
the ship's officers decided to try for 
this one in view of the lack of whales. 

Running to within thirty yards of 
the shark with the boat, the gunner 
fired the harpoon from the gun and 
struck the monster at the first shot. 
After a terrific fight to hold the strug- 
gling sea animal It was hauled aboard 
and cut up, the steamer resuming her 
Beareh for the larger mammals. 

Officers of the Tees declare that the 
shark was the largest they had ever 
seen. It was of the species comtpon 
to the Pacific coast, but not quite so 
far north. — Vancouver Sun. -4’- 


Old Charcoal Burner. 

The charcoal burner may still be 
found, and that within 30 miles of Lon- 
don. This writer Miowb a charcoal 
burner who has carried on his ancient 
trade for 40 years in Surrey and Sus- 
sex. You come suddenly upon the 
piled dome of fine earth on hearth or 
In woodland and near it is his neatly 
constructed hut of withes, fern and 
heather, with its rough corner poBts 
and little door. 

There he lives during the whole pe- 
riod of the calcining process, keeping 
a Bbarp lookout to see that inquisitive 
passersby do not push an Injuring 
stick into the mound which might re- 
sult In a sudden burst of flame and 
the ruin of that particular lot of wood. 
This ma nlB his own master; he knows 
his markets and he -makes a decent 
living. A curious, solitary life— but 
he knows all about the birds. — London 
Chronicle,

Tile parents 
agreed, the girl was placed on proba- 
tion, and found work for herself in a 
department store. From that time Bbe 
gave no trouble.” 


The Marseillaise. 

There Is a certain irony in the fact 
that the town which produced the 
"Marseillaise'’ 1 b now German terri- 
tory, Tile soug dates from April 24, 
1792, when Rouget de Lisle, then quar- 
tered at Strauburg as captain of en- 
gineers, composed it in response to the 
mayor of Strasburg’s request for a 
patriotic song. 

At Strasburg the song was printed 
under the title, “Chant de Guerre 
pour i'Armee du Rhine.” It owes Its 
present title to the volunteers from 
Marseilles, who Bang It as they march- 
ed on Paris.

A Klirs PARADISE 

When the youngster met St. Peter 
nt the gate he queried, “Where’s dc 
ice cream sodies and pop corn?” 
And on the good Key Keeper’s reply 
that he know not tho whither of such 
the youngster scornfully remarked, 
”1 toght dis was Heaven.” 

Revere Beach consumes 1,000,000 
packages of pop corn each senson. 
Some of it is sold with butter and 
salt in the good old fashioned way. 
It takes from 50,000 to 60,000 pounds 
of butter to make it tatste good for 
one season. This butter is contracted 
for at one Vermont creamery. To 
make enough of the more modern 
molasses crlspette to supply the 
beach for a season requires 12,000 
gallons of New Orleans molaBses. 
Fifty tone or two freight car loadB of 
corn Is the year's supply. It takes 
22 employees constantly on tho Jump 
In addition to the machines to keep 
the hungry ones supplied with corn. 

Then there is the ice cream cone. 
About 1900 an Egyptian chef, with a 
name like a cigarette "Shayeb,” In- 
vented the flm ice cream cone of the 
kind sold at Revere Beach, for a din- 
ner which hiB employer gave to some 
American gueatB in Paris. The Amer- 
icans were pleased with the tooth- 
some delicacy and called for the chef 
telling him he should go to the U. S. 
A. So he saved his wages and In 1904 
went to the 8t. LouIb world’s fair 
where he made ice cream cones. Sub- 
sequently he went to Revere Beach 
where each year he makeB 500,000 
cones which have been copied all over 
the country. 

Out of a thin batter of butter, eggB, 
Bugar, and flour the cones are grid- 
died in flat discs between two hot 
Irons. While Btill hot they are deftly 
rolled and stored away In air tight 
jars. The cones are then ready for 
the ice cream parlors. 

The amount of soda water sold at 
the beach in a season would make a 
good Bized lake in Itself. There are 
a score of sodle parlors along the 
boulevard where the big shows are. 
The largest of theBe, the Columbia 
Spa, alone serves 360,000 glasses of 
sodie in a season, about half of which 
is of the ice cream variety. 

And so your reporter is of the opin- 
ion that if the good saint wishes to 
make the celestial realms attractive 
to the kids he should get up to date 
and take a lesson from Revere Beach. 

POINTERS FOR THE MOTORIST 

How Brakes Often Cause Tire Trouble 

Sudden braking is harmful to tires. 
It causes the wheels to be dragged 
over the ground with the result that 
the tire treadB are quickly worn 
away. Occasionally motorists apply 
their brakes so forcibly that the 
wheels are locked. Not only is this 
absolutely ruinous to envelopes, but 
according to the Michelin Tire man, 
it 1 b not generally the quickest way 
to stop a car. A demonstration of the 
same principle 1 b often Been in start- 
ing a railroad train. If the throttle 
is opened suddenly the wheels of the 
locomotive will spin around without 
gripping the rails and the train standB 
stilt, whereas if the steam be applied 
slowly the cars are set in motion at 
once. 

Moreover, if the brakes act with 
unequal force, tire trouble is likely 
to result. One of the wheels will 
probably run free, while the other 1b 
checked suddenly. The tire on the 
latter wheel will soon show signs of 
wear. 

If the springs are weak, bad jars 
will cause the upper part of the tires 
to rub against the mudguards. In 
chain-driven carB the driving-chains 
often cause injury of a somewhat sim- 
ilar nature. If they are slack, a 
swinging motion will cause them to 
strike the sides of the tires. If the 
chain line iB too close to the wheels 
or if the chain bolts are too long the 
envelope will be marked with oblique 
scratches. These cuts are crossed at 
regular Intervals, being produced flrBt 
when the bolts strike the upper and 
again when they strike the lower part 
of the tire walls. All these matters 
require the motorist’s careful atten- 
tion.
